DETAILED ACTION

U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either the prior 
art as admitted by applicant or Harris, in view of Geisler, optionally Harrison. 

Applicant admits that truck side snowplow push plates are prior art. Harris also shows 
these prior art push plates at 70. Harris also uses a spring pin 80/82/90 rotated 90 degrees 
to secure the members together. Geisler teaches that a grille guard may be attached to 
frame extensions 12 to protect the vehicle front. Geisler uses bolt on plates 14. 
However, Harris uses C channel 52/66 to attach the plow to the push plates. In addition, 
Harrison teaches that C channel 30, 32 may be used to fasten accessories to plow push 
plates 36. 

Accordingly It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in the prior 
art as admitted by applicant or in Harris, a grill guard attached thereto as taught by 
Geisler in order to protect the vehicle front, attached thereto by means of C channel as 
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further taught by Harris or Harrison as a secure method of assembly, stronger than a 



single plate 14 disclosed by Geisler. Additionally, the use of C channel to support the 



spring pin is deemed to be an obvious expedient to one of ordinary skill in this art. 



Conclusion

disclosure. Mascotte et al., Houseman et al. (two patents) are cited to show further grill guards.
